Parents of three sets of twins vowed fertilized embryos would have chance at life

Meet the Muellers 


H unter Mueller drove past his frozen 
children every day on the way to 
work. 

He’d pray to God to keep those six 
embryos safe, he said, because part of him¬ 
self, as well as the future Mueller family, 
waited in that building at the UC Center 
for Reproductive Health in Cincinnati. 

“Literally, I pass right by that building,” 
Hunter, who lives in Lawrenceburg and 
still commutes to Cincinnati, said as he sat 
on his living room couch next to his wife, 
Carla. 

“I never got them out of my mind. 


Every day I’d go by there it’d be a remind¬ 
er that there are three embryos still frozen 
that could be my kids running around one 
day.” 

Today, Hunter and Carla need no 
reminder they now have three pairs of 
fraternal twins: Caitlin and Brooke, 7; Luke 
and Morgan, 4; and Ellie and Cord, 2. 

Their children run in and out of the liv¬ 
ing room as he and Carla talk. 

Luke and Morgan, both 4, interrupt 
the conversation wearing Darth Vader

Gun scare 
leads to 
man's arrest 

Police warn of airsoft gun dangers

With the nation on edge following 
the recent mass shooting in Connecti¬ 
cut, it’s understandable that West Park 
Plaza McDonald’s customers became 
concerned 
when they saw 
a young man 
holding what 
appeared to 
be a .45 cali¬ 
ber handgun 
outside of the 
restaurant last 
Wednesday 
afternoon. 

They became 
even more con¬ 
cerned when 
the man, Mark 
A. Vest, 18, of 
1128 Gregory 
Lane allegedly 
stuffed the gun 
into the back of 
his pants and 
started walking 
into the restau¬ 
rant with two 
other men. 

The gun turned out to be what’s 
known as an airsoft gun, loosely 
described as replica firearms that fire 
plastic pellets via electric, gas or spring- 
driven pistons. 

Lawrenceburg police officers Jeremy 
Cornish and Josh Satterly and Chief 
Chris Atkins responded to calls from 
frightened restaurant staff and custom¬ 
ers and eventually charged Vest with 
disorderly conduct, a misdemeanor, 
according to a citation on file with the 
Lawrenceburg Police Department. 

Police confiscated the gun, according 
to the citation. 

Airsoft guns have become increasing¬ 
ly popular among young people. They 
come in models ranging from handguns 
to machine guns, and in some cases are

Kays arrested after being removed from fiscal court

A man who once served 
on Lawrenceburg City

Young spoke briefly 
with Kays before escorting 
him on foot from the fiscal 
court chambers to the sher¬ 
iff’s office, located several 
hundred yards away on 
South Main Street. 

Kays, who was heard 
denying he had been drink-

masks and carrying balloons 
from a Christmas church ser¬ 
vice at First Baptist Church. 

The story they’re retelling 
is one they don’t repeat often. 

The first and only time 
Hunter and Carla have spo¬ 
ken publicly about how their 
family came to be was dur¬ 
ing a Father’s Day testimony 
last summer at First Baptist 
Church. 

They’re private people, 
Hunter said. 

And it’s a complicated story 
to explain to passersby in the 
mall, Carla said, who often 
ask the popular question, “Do 
twins run in your family?” 

Hunter and Carla haven’t 
explained exactly how their 
family formed to their kids 
either; Hunter says they have 
the rest of their lives to under¬ 
stand. 

“We have mentioned to 
them before that they are spe¬ 
cial babies,” Carla said. “That 
we waited a long time to have 
them.” 

'Never giving up' 

Carla, an Anderson County 
native, and Hunter, originally 
from Conroe, Texas, met while 
working at Rand McNally in 
1996. They had their first date 
in January of 1997 and were 
married that September at 
First Baptist Church in Law- 
renceburg. 

Carla and Hunter wanted to 
enjoy alone time as a couple, 
they said, before beginning 
their family. They talked 
about kids early on in their 
relationship, even choosing a 
potential name for a boy or a 
girl. 

But after five years of mar¬ 
riage, Carla visited the doctor 
and discovered she would not 
be able to conceive a child 
naturally. 

No reason existed for Carla’s 
scarred and damaged fallopian 
tubes, she said. 

“I think we both knew that 
we would have kids in our 
life,” Carla said. “We were just 
kind of hoping that we’d have 
our own. So we could see, you 
know, ‘put a little Carla and 
a little Hunter together and 
what do you get?’ And they’d 
be ours.” 

Carla’s doctor suggested in 
vitro fertilization. Both Carla, 
then about 30, and Hunter, 
about 32, were healthy and 
good candidates for in vitro 
fertilization, a procedure 
that involves stimulating an 
overproduction of eggs from 
the mother, then combining 
sperm and a viable egg out¬ 
side of the uterus and is later 
implanted. 

The Muellers explored 
options such as adoption, but 
decided to try conceiving bio¬ 
logical children first. 

The IVF process isn’t easy, 
Carla and Hunter said. 


Most people don’t realize 
IVF comes with daily shots of 
fertility drugs with long nee¬ 
dles, days of bed rest after fer¬ 
tilized embryos are implanted. 

At first, Carla was as igno¬ 
rant as anyone else. 

“I’m sitting there think¬ 
ing you have to take a pill or 
something like that,” Carla 
said when she first received 
the medical kit containing fer¬ 
tility drugs and instructional 
videos. “And then there’s this 
big, huge box with long nee¬ 
dles in it.” 

When the Muellers first 
started the IVF process in 2003, 
an embryo conceived through 
in vitro had a less than 25 per¬ 
cent chance of living to birth. 

Now, according to the 
National Library of Medicine, 
women under the age of 35 
have a 41-43 percent chance 
of giving birth to a baby con¬ 
ceived through assisted repro¬ 
ductive technology. 

“They can’t guarantee any¬ 
thing,” Hunter said of in vitro. 
’’The odds are very minimal.” 

The first time, Carla had 
three embryos implanted. 
Carla ended up with complica¬ 
tions and fluid build up in her 
abdomen. 

“Actually, it looked like I 
was pregnant,” Carla said. “But 
I wasn’t, of course.” 

Doctors drained four liters’ 
worth of fluid. None of the 
embryos survived. 

The Muellers tried again. 

Again, Carla did not get 
pregnant. 

In vitro fertilization is not 
cheap. All of the procedures 
and fertility drugs cost the 
Muellers (who said they 
received financial assistance 
in the beginning from Carla’s 
parents Carl and Sandra Muel¬ 
ler) about $17,000 to $18,000 for 
the first IVF cycle. 

Later, Hunter’s health 
insurance with a new job 
helped to shoulder some of the 
costs of the procedure 

Freezing fertilized eggs cuts 
down on cost, Carla said. 

Unfreezing and planting 


those eggs costs a few thou¬ 
sand dollars for each cycle, 
Hunter said. 

Going through in vitro fer¬ 
tilization is stressful, Hunter 
and Carla said, physically and 
emotionally draining. 

“Oh, we cried a lot,” Hunter 
said, recalling the first unsuc¬ 
cessful procedure. He and 
Carla laugh a little. “It was 
sad.” 

The couple had just built 
their house in Lawrenceburg, 
a large home in which they 
thought they might end up 
alone. 

But in 2005, as Hunter and 
Carla tried in vitro fertiliza¬ 
tion for the last time, two 
embryos made it to birth and 
the Muellers became parents 
to twins Caitlin and Brooke. 

The odds of having twins 
increase with IVF, but it’s rare 
for them to live until birth, 
Hunter and Carla said. If 
embryos are frozen, the odds 
decrease even further. 

They didn’t wish for twins 
every time; the couple attri¬ 
butes having three pairs of 
healthy twins to it being “a 
God thing” and part of God’s 
plan for the Mueller family. 

“Just the chance of all of 
them unfreezing, and being 
able to put and the percentage 
of that taking, the odds were 
so not in our favor for us to 
have twins, twins and twins,” 
Carla said. 

After Caitlin and Brooke 
were born, the Muellers froze 
the rest of the embryos, 10 in 
total. They sometimes joke 
that actually, all of their chil¬ 
dren are the same age. 

Both active members at 
First Baptist Church, Carla and 
Hunter always believed life 
begins at conception, they said. 

“There is a lot of controver¬ 
sy about [IVF] because people 
think, and I tried to say in my 
testimony, doctors are creating 
babies and they’re not,” Hunt¬ 
er said. “They’re just allowing 
the conditions to have the pos¬ 
sibility of having a pregnancy. 
We just thought all long, I 


guess we never debated that, 
we just thought that if God’s 
will was for us to have kids, 
then he would allow us to 
have kids.” 

So the couple made a prom¬ 
ise to God, they said. Every 
embryo successfully fertilized 
would have a chance at life. 

Because of that promise the 
Muellers needed to prepare to 
expand their family unit fur¬ 
ther than they ever imagined. 

“What we did from day 
one is that we promised God 
that any embryos that he 
granted us that were viable to 
be placed back into Carla we 
were going to give a chance at 
life,” Hunter said. 

“I definitely never imagined 
it would be six kids,” Carla, 
who said she wanted to be a 
mom since she was playing a 
kid with baby dolls. “I think 
just God blessed us with that.” 

It runs in the family' 

Carla and Hunter stress 
three things with their chil¬ 
dren: to have a relationship 
with Jesus; to work hard and 
never give up; and to be there 
for each other. 

Similar in their core princi¬ 
ples and values, the Muellers’ 
journey through in vitro fertil¬ 
ization has made the relation¬ 
ship with his wife stronger, 
Hunter said. 

“Deep down, we know we’re 
solid,” he said. 

Caitlin and Brooke, the first 
set of twins, also know what 
it’s like to be there for each 
other. 

When asked who was the 
best twin, Brooke immediately 
cocked a thumb at her sister, 
Caitlin. 

“That’s Brooke’s giving 
side,” Carla laughed. 

The twin sisters have grand 


plans to open a hotel on the 
beach. Brooke, a horse lover, 
will arrange horseback rides 
for guests to the hotel. Caitlin, 
who wants to be an architect, 
will be allowed to live at the 
hotel if she designs it. 

Every Mueller child has his 
or her own personality. 

Morgan, 4, holds up her new 
Barbie doll at every opportu¬ 
nity. Ellie smiles, then hides 
around the corner before 
opening up her Advent calen¬ 
dar. 

Luke continues to walk 
around the house in his Darth 
Vader mask. He asks if he can 
put on the entire outfit. 

“He has a will,” Carla said 
of her 2-year-old son Cord. “He 
will find a way at everything.” 

Including dunking tooth¬ 
brushes into the toilet. Carla is 
constantly boiling toothbrush¬ 
es, she said. 

Last Thursday, Carla wasn’t 
boiling toothbrushes, however. 
The Mueller children opened 
Advent calendars, one for 
every set of twins. 

The calendars are one of 
the Mueller Christmas tradi¬ 
tions, including buying gifts 
for the Angel Tree at Walmart, 
filling shoeboxes for Operation 
Shoebox with their church, 
and visiting with family mem¬ 
bers in Anderson County. 

On Christmas Day the 
Muellers will visit with Lave- 
nia and Onis Peach, Carla’s 
grandparents on her father’s 
side. 

But before the big day, the 
Mueller family will be spend¬ 
ing Christmas Eve with Carla’s 
parents and her grandma Vir¬ 
ginia Isham.

citizens of Anderson County,” Wright 
said. “Second is to take care of the 17 
employees of the health department 
and, third, to make sure we end up in 
the black every year on June 30.” 

Wright had the full support of 
the board of health, but also support 
from other public officials including 
Sheriff Troy Young, who endorsed 
Wright during last Thursday’s meet¬ 
ing. 

“When he took over as interim he 
called me and we had a sit-down,” 
Young said. “He said this is what I can 
do for your office, and I was amazed 
because in all my years I had never 
worked with a health director. 

“We have a great working relation¬ 
ship and when I need something, I 
have Tim on speed dial.” 

Detective Bryan Taylor of the 
sheriff’s office also spoke on Wright’s 
behalf, saying he has played an 
integral role in investigating a large 
sewage dump on Wildcat Road earlier 
this month.

ing when he first walked outside with 
the sheriff, was charged with alcohol 
intoxication after a test showed his 
blood alcohol level was 0.88, just over 
the legal limit. He was charged and 
transported to the Shelby County 
Detention Center. 

Kays, who frequently attends fis¬ 
cal court meetings, smelled of what 
appeared to be alcohol when he 
arrived halfway through that night’s 
work session. As he entered the meet¬ 
ing, he walked directly behind sev¬ 
eral magistrates seated at a table in 
the center of the room and chose a 


seat next to County Attorney Bobbi 
Jo Lewis, who was seated next to the 
sheriff. 

About 15 minutes later, Young took 
Kays outside as magistrates took a 
break and prepared to enter the regu¬ 
lar portion of that night’s meeting. 

Tuesday’s arrest is just the latest in 
a series of legal run-ins for Kays, who 
received nearly 1,200 votes in Novem¬ 
ber’s city council election, placing 10th 
among 12 candidates. 

Known for riding around town on 
a small motor scooter and selling pro¬ 
duce, Kays has been charged in the 
past with driving under the influence, 
and was once charged with armed rob¬ 
bery of a liquor store in Shelby ville.

made from identical materials as real 
guns. They can be easily modified 
and accessorized, including placing 
items such as grenade launchers, laser 
scopes and flashlights on the barrel. 

While the guns are perfectly legal, 
they have caused considerable con¬ 
cern among police officers who have 
no way to determine if they are real, 
particularly when the orange tip 
that comes on the end of the barrel is 
removed. 

During last Wednesday’s incident 
at McDonald’s, Satterly said Vest and 
his two friends were asked if they 
had any weapons before they were 
searched. 

“They said no, but when we 
said raise your shirt, Vest had what 
appeared to be a firearm in the waist¬ 
band of his pants,” Satterly said fol¬ 
lowing the incident, adding that there 
was no way to visually tell if the gun 
was an airsoft or real. 

Satterly said that’s because the 
telltale orange tip on the end of the 
gun’s barrel, which is placed on airsoft 
guns by manufacturers to differenti¬ 
ate them from real firearms, had been 
removed. 

Removing the orange tip, Atkins 
said, is extremely dangerous. 

“If they don’t leave the orange tip 
on, the gun looks very real,” Atkins 
said. “We, as police officers, are trained 
not to take a chance. If a person or 
child, for whatever reason, were to 
pull that out in front of an officer, it’s 
going to be a bad day for everyone.” 

Atkins said parents should not 
allow those tips to be removed. 

“They need to teach their children 
to treat these like real guns,” Atkins 
said. “They need to leave the orange 
tip on there.” 

County Attorney Bobbi Jo Lewis 
was asked if removing that orange tip 
is illegal. 

“I have been unable to locate any 
information in the criminal code that 
would indicate a prohibition against 
removing the orange tip,” Lewis said 
in an e-mail to The Anderson News. 

“Needless to say, although I have 
not found a specific prohibition at this 
point, it is my opinion that parents 
should approach the modification of 
these air guns with extreme caution,” 
Lewis said. 

“Further, it is my opinion, based on 
safety concerns for the children, the 
public and for law enforcement, that 
parents should monitor the possession

and use of these devices closely and 
certainly should not allow their chil¬ 
dren to carry them around in public 
either openly displayed or partially 
or wholly concealed, regardless of 
whether the device is modified or not. 

“As I understand the description 
of these devices, it would be very 
easy and reasonably expected for law 
enforcement to mistake them for a 
real gun which could have devastat¬ 
ing consequences.” 

Several airsoft enthusiast websites 
include message boards debating if 
users should remove the tips, which 
is frequently done to give the guns a 
more realistic look. 

One website cautions users against 
removing the tips before checking 
with police to see if there are local 
ordinances against doing so. 

Other websites offer detailed 
descriptions on how to remove the 
tips, including video links. 

Last Wednesday’s arrest marked 
the second time Vest has been charged 
in the past two weeks. He was also 
cited for second-degree criminal mis¬ 
chief Dec. 14 after allegedly driving a 
pickup truck on the grassy areas and 
basketball court at American Legion 
Park. 

Vest was doing what police called 
“donuts” on the grassy areas, which 
damaged the fields, according to court 
documents. 

He was scheduled to appear Dec. 

27 in Anderson District Court on that 
charge.

Church married shortly after the editorial 
appeared. He died in April, 1906, leaving no children. 

Virginia O’Hanlon went on to graduate from Hunter College with a Bachelor of 
Arts degree at age 21. 

Virginia O’Hanlon Douglas died on May 13,1971, at the age of 81, in a nursing 
home in Valatie, NY. 

W e take pleasure in answering thus prominently the com¬ 
munication below, expressing at the same time our great 
gratification that its faithful author is numbered among 
the friends of The Sun: 

Dear Editor— 

I am 8 years old. Some of my little friends say there is no Santa 
Claus. Papa says, “If you see it in The Sun, it’s so.” Please tell me 
the truth, is there a Santa Claus? 

—Virginia O’Hanlon 

Virginia, your little friends are wrong. They have been affect¬ 
ed by the skepticism of a skeptical age. They do not believe except 
they see. They think that nothing can be which is not compre¬ 
hensible by their little minds. All minds, Virginia, whether they 
be men’s or children’s, are little. In this great universe of ours, 
man is a mere insect, an ant, in his intellect as compared with 
the boundless world about him, as measured by the intelligence 
capable of grasping the whole of truth and knowledge.

Carlsons knee-jerk’ reaction 
to shootings was in poor taste’ 


To the editor: 

lthough only two 
weeks ago I was 
happy to see someone 
defend Mr. Carlson’s right to 
use the editorial column as 
a platform for his personal 
views, I think his recent self- 
styled rant regarding guns 
was in poor taste; it sounded 
like a hastily written knee- 
jerk reaction from the NR A 
rather than a sympathetic 
expression of a compassion¬ 
ate human being in the com¬ 
pany of those dealing with a 
national tragedy. 

While his own AR rifle, 
similar if not identical to the 
one used in Friday’s massa¬ 
cre, may “have nothing on a 
much more innocuous look¬ 
ing gun I use to hunt deer,” 
it is still capable of being set 
to deliver three-shot bursts 
(poor sportsmanship in hunt¬ 
ing, and murderous when 
turned on people) and can 
be made fully automatic 
with only a rubber band, as 
a video on youtube.com dem¬ 
onstrates. 

The pro-gun response to 
the Sandy Hook massacre, 
has brought us everything 
from “arm the teachers” 
to “guns don’t kill people; 
people kill people.” We live 
in a community where guns 
are an important part of the 
culture, so we should all be 
thinking about what we can 
do to keep something like 
this tragedy from happening 
again. 

I do not think the high 
ground in the discussion is 
to be found in belittling the 
opinions of those who see 
a need for intelligent gun 
reform. The statistics show 
how badly we need to reduce 
the use of guns by coldly 
calculating felons, as well as 
by teenagers whose lives are 
so out of his control they can 
only strike out at others. 

As for the first response to 
Sandy Hook — protecting the 
schools by arming our teach¬ 
ers — my thoughts are that 
no teacher can exemplify the 
values I want my children 
learning when he or she is 
carrying a deadly weapon. 

And the teacher would 
have to carry it; leaving it in 
a desk drawer invites theft, 
and locking in that drawer 
puts it out of reach in the 
emergency for which it is 
needed. 

Regardless of anything 
else said or done, the message 
heard by children too young 
to comprehend the complex¬ 
ity of the situation would be, 
“Everything you’ve seen on 
TV is true. This is the best 
and surest way to protect 
yourself. I carry a gun, and 
you should, too.” 

Soon the gun becomes 
the primary instrument of 


conflict resolution, which it 
sadly already is in too many 
of our cities, and gun vio¬ 
lence spirals out of control in 
schools around the country. 

As for the other extreme, 
yes, it is people, not the guns, 
that kill people. But people 
with guns can do more effec¬ 
tive killing, at a distance, 
in far less time than those 
without them. Let’s face it; 
the only way to make guns 
less available to the criminal 
or the psychotic is to make 
them less available to all of 
us. This calls for a sacrifice 
on the part of those who 
cherish their weaponry, but 
we all make sacrifices — give 
up some of our liberties — in 
the interest of the greater 
good of our society. 

But short of divesting 
ourselves of our arms caches, 
there are other things to do: 

1. Keep your weapons 
under your own control. Lock 
your guns up and conceal the 
key. Keep the ammunition 

in a separate place. If you 
or anyone in the house has 
trouble with anger or depres¬ 
sion, put the key in a lockbox 
at the bank so that getting at 
your guns is impossible to do 
on an impulse. 

2. Understand, and teach 
your teenagers to under¬ 
stand, that the typical juve¬ 
nile brain has not developed 
the areas that are responsible 
for controlling impulses. 

This is a fact of physiology. 
Put another way, in people 
under the age of about 22, 
acting rashly is the norm (as 
most parents have always 
suspected). Help your chil¬ 
dren by making it impossible 
for them to act on dangerous 
impulses. Adam Lanza, if 

he had lived to be 30, would 
have been grateful. 

3. Teach your kids that, 
despite the example ham¬ 
mered into them on com¬ 
mercial television, violence 
does not solve problems; it 
only creates them. It is the 
weak and stupid man’s way 
of prevailing. Carrying a gun 
does not mean you are big 
and strong. It means you are 
too dumb to think of a better 
way, so try harder.”

I thank you for 
raising this very important 
issue for the article captured 
my attention and encouraged 
me to explore the program 
further. I learned so much 
about CASA and its impact 
on children who are victims 
of abuse and neglect. 

Today, CASA has an office 
in Anderson County to bet¬ 
ter serve the children in our 
community. Our local office 
is currently advocating for 
55 children in our county, 
but the need is great, more 
children are waiting, and 
there are not enough CASA 
volunteers to advocate for all 
in need. 

I continue to be amazed 
at the number of vulnerable 
children right here in our 
own communities; children 
who have had to be removed 
from a dangerous situation 
in the home, or whose single 
parents become ill, institu¬ 
tionalized or incarcerated. 
These children deserve bet¬ 
ter - they deserve to be treat¬ 
ed with dignity and respect 
and they deserve the chance 
to live in a safe and loving 
home. That is why the CASA 
program exists. 

What is most surprising 
— and disheartening — is 
that during this incredibly 
vulnerable time in a young 
life, the foster care and fam¬ 
ily court systems are simply 
too overworked to deal with 
the unique needs and rights 
of each child. As a result, too 
many children in the system 
get bounced from house 
to house, having to change 
schools numerous times in 
just a few years. Siblings 
often get split up because 
there is not enough room for 
larger families. It is sad, but 
a heartbreaking reality for 
these children. 

When I first considered 
this volunteer opportunity, 

I worried that I would not 
have enough time to give. I 
was wrong. It is amazing 
that, as busy as we are, we 
always seem to find the 
time to do what we believe 
is important. The rewards 
are greater than I could ever 
have imagined and I can 
think of no better invest¬ 
ment of my time.

A sure-fire way to get kids to eat spinach 


T he children at Head 
Start were eating spin¬ 
ach and enjoying it this 

week. 

At least most of them tried 
it and most of 
those who tried 
it, liked it. 

I prepared 
spinach salad 
with fruit. The 
recipe is below. 

The secret to get¬ 
ting them to eat 
the spinach is the 
strawberries. The 
surprise taste is 
the orange juice. 

Here are some 
tips for handling 
your child who is a choosy 
eater. 

Don’t be a short order cook. 
Instead offer the same food 
for the entire family. Offer 
nutritious foods. Serve at 
least one food that your child 
will eat. 

If you cater to food orders, 
you may encourage your 
child to be choosy. 

Provide just two or three 
choices of food at a meal, not 
a huge number. Sometimes 
a child has to see or taste a 
food several times before she 
decides that she likes it. 


Stay positive and avoid 
criticizing your child for 
being choosy. 

Serve new foods plain, and 
respect the no food touching 
rule if that’s important to 
your child. For example, if 
you are serving sweet potato 
casserole during the holidays, 
set aside a small amount of 
plain sweet potatoes before 
making the casserole. That 
way your child can try the 
food plain and you won’t be 
preparing a separate dish. 

Consider what your child 
eats over several days when 
deciding if your child is eat¬ 
ing a variety of food. 

Be patient and avoid con¬ 
flict. Be nonchalant about 
your child’s food choices if an 
issue arises. That way, your 
child won’t learn to use food 
as a way to exert control. 

There are many benefits 
to family meals including a 
lower rate of risky behavior 
by children as they grow 
older. Encourage all family 
members to eat together and 
talk. Do not allow TV watch¬ 
ing during meals. 

Spinach Salad with Fruit 

Four servings (each serv¬ 
ing provides more than three 


servings of fruit and veg¬ 
etables) 

1 tbsp. olive oil (substitute 
canola oil if desired) 

1/4 cup white vinegar 
11/2 teaspoon lemon juice 
1/2 cup orange juice 
4 cups fresh spinach 
4 cups fresh strawberries 
(about 1 carton) 

1 apple such as Delicious 
or Gala 

Salt and black pepper to 
taste 

Wash spinach and remove 
stems. Drain. Wash, core, and 
slice strawberries. Wash, core, 
and dice the apple. 

Whisk together olive oil, 
vinegar, lemon juice, orange 
juice, salt and pepper. 

Mix together in a large 
bowl and serve immedi¬ 
ately. This salad does not 
keep well so only make the 
amount that will be enjoyed 
immediately. Nutrition per 
serving: Calories 120; Fat 3.5 
g; Cholesterol Og; Fiber 6 g; 
Sodium varies to taste; Vita¬ 
min A 55%; Vitamin C 200%; 
Calcium 5%; Iron 9%.

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New year brings new list of chores 


W ell, next up is New Year’s. As 
in the ancient holiday, we 
should celebrate the old year’s 
successes, and plan our new hopes for 
the new year. Write them 
down and place the list 
someplace you’ll see every 
day. Work toward those 
goals. 

The list doesn’t have to 
be big or logical. It’s your 
list. Just motivate yourself 
to get it done. Now, with 
that in mind, doing some¬ 
thing with the Christmas 
tree may be on your list. 

If you decorated with a 
real tree, you get to choose 
what to do with it. later. 

If you have a friend with a deep 
fishing pond, ask them if you can 
dump it in the pond for fish habitat. 
You can also find a chipper and make 
your own mulch. If you have black¬ 
berries you will be amazed at the dif¬ 
ference this mulch makes in harvest 
yields. Use the core trunk as a trellis. 
They naturally repel bugs. 

Maybe you were going to do that 
12 Days After Christmas thing I wrote 
about last week. I did have a couple of 
folks ask about that. Let me explain it 
to you as a monthly weather forecast 
for 2013. 

Just write down the weather (tem¬ 
perature, precipitation, wind) on each 
of 12 days, beginning with today, Dec. 
26. Today’s weather will then predict 
the type of weather we are going to 
have in the overall month of January 
2013. Write down the weather for Dec. 
27 and that will be February, and so 
on until you reach Jan. 6 for December 
2013. That’s a total of 12 days to pre¬ 
dict 12 month’s of weather. Hey, we all 
thought counting the number of fogs 
to predict snow storms was weird. Any¬ 
thing is possible. 

Maybe another item from your list 
is to plan out your garden ahead of 
time. You can save yourself so much 
time and money, if you plan you gar¬ 
den out on paper. Once you do it you’ll 
find it easier every year and still help¬ 
ful. We sometimes get too stuck in our 
ways. Change is good, especially if you 
can control it. 

This year I am changing the way I 
plant my pole beans. Last year I had 
them planted in two long rows, up the 
orange fencing and higher up trellis 
lines that I strung. They jumped to the 
other line and I had to creep in a duck 
walk, under a tunnel of beans, because 
they got too heavy. A bean tunnel is 
cool, though. I have done one in the 


past, based on one I had seen at Rodale 
Farms. 

The only trouble with doing one 
here was snakes. I of coursed laid news¬ 
paper and straw down as mulch, all 
around the growing area. So, when the 
pole beans crawled up and eventually 
covered the wire fencing, they created 
a high tunnel bridge. One that you can 
walk under and pick in the shade. 

Turns out that fluffy high straw on 
top of slick smooth newspaper makes 
for ideal snake bedding. Thankfully, 
my dogs are way smarter than me 
and notified me each time, before my 
sandaled foot stepped on one. I had 
that same problem with my cucumber 
patch the first year I was here. I always 
grow them up a trellis now. 

Maybe you had something on your 
list like be nicer to the planet in some 
way. Of all the things you could do, 
including eating totally locally grown 
food, you can make a bigger difference 
by eating cow products two times less, 
each week. Sounds freaky I know, but 
statistically correct. 

Now, the new seed and gardening 
catalogs will be arriving in the mail 
any day now. Online catalogs will 
be available even faster. Many new 
heirlooms have been added to Seeds 
of Change and other seed companies. 

I can’t wait to get my hands on some 
of Bane’s Mountain Cornfield Beans. 
Years ago, my friend Marshal told me 
all about these beans. Oh, I wanted 
some in the worst way. One day he 
found a jar in a corner of a field that 
must have sat in that field for decades. 
I tried like crazy to get one of those to 
germinate. No luck. 

Now, someone has the bean and I 
going to get it too. This is a pole bean. 
Most pole beans grow string beans up 
a trellis or something. After you pick 
the beans you have to break and string 
them. The string is like a zipper on the 
bean. Two zippers per bean, actually. 
This Bane’s Bean is a snap bean. Snap 
beans don’t have a zipper. You just 
break them in half. Some folks think 
the taste is worth the extra string¬ 
ing work. This bean has the flavor 
of a string bean, slightly nutty. I’m so 
excited. 

Now, go make that list of yours. 

We have been blessed with incred¬ 
ibly warm weather so far. But now, 
it’s winter. We need to be prepared for 
anything Mother Nature decides to 
send our way this wonderful new year. 
Happy growing.

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Technology helps soldier witness son's birth from Africa

Although Specialist E4 
James Francis Osbourne is 
stationed in Africa, the soldier 
got to see his son’s birth at 
Flaget Memorial, thanks to 
Internet tech¬ 
nology used for 
the first time at 
the Bardstown 
hospital, accord¬ 
ing to informa¬ 
tion provided by 
the hospital. 

Osborne, a 
member of the 
Kentucky National Guard, 
Battery C, of Bardstown, and 
his wife, Brittany, knew their 
baby would arrive during 
James’ deployment in Africa. 
That’s why the couple devel¬ 
oped a way for the dad to “take 
part” in their child’s birth at 
Flaget. The expectant mom 
bought a portable computer 
and a web camera two months 
before the birth. Then the cou¬ 
ple began talking with each 
other via the SKYPE program. 

Since each SKYPE par¬ 
ticipant can see and hear the 
other using a computer, “it’s 
pretty much like having a nor¬ 
mal conversation,” Brittany 
Osbourne said. 

On the morning of the Nov. 
4 birth, Brittany was home in 
Springfield talking with her 
husband in Djibouti, Africa, 
via SKYPE. Her labor pains 
were getting sharper. She told 
James how much they hurt. 

“He called his mother and 
told her to take me to the hos¬ 
pital,” the expectant mom said. 
“He said it was time for me to 
go — and he was right!” 


Her PC was the most impor¬ 
tant thing the mother took 
to the hospital. As soon as she 
was settled into a room, James 
was able to witness the birth 
process through SKYPE. 

“He stayed on throughout 
the entire time,” Brittany said. 
“Even though he had worked 
16 hours before that, he still 
stayed with me through it all.” 

Via a computer, James was 
Brittany’s birthing coach, the 
21-year-old mother said. 

As a first-time mom, “I 
was scared,” she said. “I was 
so grateful to have him there. 
He helped keep me calm. That 
definitely helped out.” 

Dr. Hannah Hall, the OB/ 
GYN who delivered the baby, 
made sure that James had a 
good view of the process. 

“Once Brittany was ready 
to start pushing, we placed 
the computer on the bedside 
table, at the head of her bed, 
and elevated it so that he 
could participate as if he were 
there,” Hall said. 

Christian Francis Osbourne, 
weighing 6 pounds and 8 ounc¬ 
es, made his entrance at 10:25 
p.m. that Sunday. 

James seemed almost “mes¬ 
merized” at the sight of his 
newborn, his wife said. 

“I could tell he was excited 
and heartbroken at the same 
time,” Brittany said. 

“I had all kinds of emotions, 
considering the circumstances. 
I was amazed, at first, to see 
my new baby. 

“But it still hurt me that 
James wasn’t there.” 

It will probably be spring 
of 2013 before the soldier gets 


back to Kentucky to cradle his 
son in his arms. In the mean¬ 
time, Brittany intends to train 
as a paramedic. 

Whether James will seek 
re-enlistment in the military 
after he gets out has not been 
decided. 

All in all, Brittany was 
grateful to be able to use 


SKYPE in the Flaget Birth 
Center, she said. 

For Hall, it was definitely 
a first. SKYPE is something 
she hopes other military dads 
who can’t be present will use 
to take part in their children’s 
births. 

“It was wonderful to be 
able to support one of our sol¬ 


diers,” said Hall, who works in 
Flaget’s Women’s Care of Bard¬ 
stown practice with Dr. Amy 
Farrell. “Amy and I are always 
looking for new ways to help 
people have the best experi¬ 
ence they can. I was proud 
that we could offer this to one 
of our fathers in the armed 
forces.”

T oday I’m suffering First 

World Problems. To name a 
few:

I left the house 
without wearing any 
bracelets, so not only 
am I color uncoor¬ 
dinated, but I have 
naked wrists. 

Those are First 
World Problems, 
a meme (idea that 
spreads through the 
culture) that’s spread¬ 
ing across the Inter¬ 
net, spawning some 
really funny stuff. 

One site posts some of the best 
ones, all accompanied by photos of 
very sad, pathetic-looking people 
sobbing because the pizza box 
doesn’t fit in the fridge or the res¬ 
taurant didn’t have Dr. Pepper so 
the person had to drink Pepsi. 

First World Problems (FWP). 

In other words, the triviality 
that spoiled, self-centered, gener¬ 
ally middle-class white Americans 
overly concern ourselves with 


— the DVR shut off before the re¬ 
run of Law and Order from 1998 
ended and I didn’t get to find out 
the verdict and who know when 
it’ll be on again. 

How tragic is my life?! 

Um, not at all. 

Except earlier this week my 
daughter moved to Hawaii, 4,700 
miles away from me, and even 
though for the past three years 
she lived in Virginia 800 miles 
away, we were at least still in the 
same time zone on the same con¬ 
tinent. 

It’s a First World Problem, but 
I’m sad. The FWP meme on the 
Internet is a clever, snarky com¬ 
mentary on our culture, about 
how, compared to probably 90 per¬ 
cent of the world’s population we 
have nothing to complain about. 
We are rich and have more than 
enough of everything. 

I’m all for putting life’s triviali¬ 
ties into perspective, and I do love 
the opportunity to point out to 
others when they’re making too 
much of insignificant, inconse¬ 
quential things. 

However, as Christianity 
Today blogger Caryn Rivadeneira 


recently wrote in a post about her 
own First World Problems, while 
the meme is useful for putting 
our small, petty problems in per¬ 
spective against the world’s real 
problems like poverty, hunger, 
homelessness, slavery and devas¬ 
tation from man-made and natu¬ 
ral disasters — and we should — it 
also puts a guilt trip on people 
who are nevertheless hurting. 

Small problems or tiny heart¬ 
aches still hurt. They’re still ours, 
and God still cares about them 
because he cares about us. 

Jesus told his followers that 
if God cares about insignificant 
sparrows (which he does), he will 
surely care about you and me 
(Luke 12:6-8, my paraphrase). 

Because we matter to God, 
what matters to us matters to 
him, even the smallest matters. 
Yes, the world is terribly broken 
and sad and people are suffer¬ 
ing horrifically, and I’m sad that 
my daughter moved away — and 
thankful that God cares about it 
all.

I really didn’t expect to get what I 
really want under the Christmas 
tree. I mean, is it really too much 
to ask to have a winning lottery 
ticket? 

I would even take a 
visit from whoever it 
is that has followed Ed 
McMahon.

House. I’m not greedy. 

I don’t need 500 mil or 
anything like that. Only 
a 10 or 12 followed by six 
zeroes would suffice. 

But since that has Sports Editor 

about as much chance of - 

happening as the Mayans 
being right, I guess I will 
have to go with my second choice: 

I really, really want to see people 
around scholastic sports - athletes, 
coaches, fans, parents, you name it - 
as interested in someone’s academic 
progress as with one’s ability to run 
40 yards faster than the next guy or 
being 6-foot-10 with the ability to hit 
jump shots around 20 feet out. 

OK, we will agree that the prob¬ 
ability of that happening is roughly 
the same as the Mayans being right 
again, but that doesn’t mean we can’t 
hope. 

As for the Apocalypse that was 
supposed to happen last Friday, I 
couldn’t really report on that in this 
week’s paper. Early Christmas dead¬ 
lines meant this column went to press 
before the end of the world was to 
have happened. If it didn’t happen, 
see, we told you. 

If it did happen, well, you wouldn’t 
be reading this anyway. But I digress. 
Back to what I really wanted for 
Christmas. 

I admit that when I started writ¬ 
ing for The Anderson News back in 
1985,1 could tell you who had the 
best chance of landing the best high 
school basketball player in Kentucky 
on their way to a national champion¬ 
ship. He was a junior at Owensboro 
Apollo named Rex Chapman - you 
might have heard of him - and every¬ 
one knew he was going to end up at 
Louisville or Kentucky. 

A few years later, we knew Jerry 
Claiborne had pulled the coup by 
signing perhaps the best football play¬ 
er in the state’s history to that time, 
a running back named A1 Baker, of 
Trigg County. Some of us (blush) were 
already deciding which Sugar Bowl 
we would attend with Kentucky. 

And now, as we get ready to enter 
2013? The interest in recruiting is 
off the charts. The reportage on the 
Chapman and Baker cases would be 
small potatoes when stacked against 
what we see today. 

Today, people make their living 
writing about recruiting. Obviously 
there is a market for that or there 
would be no jobs. But what does that 
say about us? Are our priorities mixed 
up? 

Let me interject that at the major 
college level - or any level, for that 
matter - the name of the game is 
recruiting. Over time, I have also 
learned the most successful coaches 
usually have the better players, so, 
yep, it is a big thing. 

But let’s look at the reality of the 
playing a sport, any sport, at the high¬ 
est level. Simply put, it rarely hap¬ 
pens. The world is full of guys who 
were great 6-4 power forwards in high 
school. That won’t cut it in the SEC or 
Big 10-11-12 or whatever number of 
the day it is. The world is full of 1,000- 
yard high school rushers who ran 40 
yards in 4.7 seconds. That’s too slow 
for the big time. 

While it is great to dream of ath¬ 
letics being the vehicle to a better 
life, we need to remember the odds 
are it won’t happen. For that matter, 
the rarity is what makes it so special 
when it does happen. I hear stories 
of kids playing a sport eight days a 
week, 53 weeks a year and wonder if 
those around the kids put that much 
emphasis on school work? 

I see people excited that a kid has 
signed to play a sport at a college, 
but the reality is the average athletic 
scholarship pays relatively little com¬ 
pared to the academic scholly. You can 
check it out. 

So my Christmas wish? That the 
people involved are as interested 
in an athlete’s academic progress as 
much as his quickness. It will sure 
help more in life.

Louisville team, small 
school power are threats

A year ago, it became 
apparent that Anderson 
County had a good boys’ 
basketball team during the 
Bracken County Holiday 
Tournament. 

The Bearcats return to 
defend their title and, per¬ 
haps, look to find a some 
answers in some holes that 
have opened during the 
first few weeks of the cur¬ 
rent season. 

Last year, few knew how 
good Anderson really was 
in a season that eventually 
ended at 21-9. The Bearcats 
went to Bracken unde¬ 
feated, then rolled into the 
tournament finals where 
they outlasted a good North 
Laurel team in the finals.

The teams will play 
Friday. 

The other bracket, how¬ 
ever, appears to be a bit 
stronger. Louisville Iroquois

Morrow. Boone County, the 
defending Ninth Region 
champ, has been struggling 
after heavy graduation 
losses but large school num¬ 
bers and some long-standing 
tradition make the Rebels a 
team to watch in the tour¬ 
nament. 

However, there could 
be a small school surprise. 
Augusta, one of the better 
Class A teams in Kentucky, 
entered the holidays at 
7-1 and boast junior guard 
Brent Bach, considered by 
many to be a major college 
prospect, could make the 
school known to be more 
than actor George Clooney’s 
alma mater. 

West Carter (1-6) is the 
other team in the bracket. 

The championship game 
is set for Saturday, Dec. 29 at 
8 p.m.

State deer harvest record 

Bluegrass state deer 
hunters appear to have 
broken a harvest record 
that had stood since 
2004. 

That year saw white- 
tail harvest numbers 
totaling 124,752 with 
Anderson County 
accounting for 1,870 of 
that number. 

As of a week before 
Christmas, Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife telecheck totals 
are pushing toward 
127,000 with nearly a 
month remaining in the 
archery season. Ander¬ 
son County is closing in 
on the 2,000 deer harvest 
mark for 2012 and might 
very well get to that 
number with more bow 
kills. Franklin County 
and several other sur¬ 
rounding counties are 
also crowding the 2,000 
deer harvest mark for 


2012. 

The Lilly Camp in 
Kentucky tallied several 
nice bucks for the 2012 
season. We also were 
able to add four addi¬ 
tional bucks at the Lilly 
Camp in West Virginia 
on Thanksgiving week so 
the freezers are full for 
winter. 

The mild winter is 
ideal to get in a few extra 
trips to the stand for 
some late-season archery 
and crossbow hunting. 
The archery season in 
Zone 1,2 and 3 coun¬ 
ties is open until Jan. 21. 
Crossbow season in those 
same three zones is open 
until Dec. 31.

I do enjoy seeing the 
smiling faces of young 
hunters and their wild¬ 
life harvests. Tashawn 
Robison is one of sev¬ 
eral youth in Anderson 
County to be able to 
enjoy our God-given 
freedoms and has had a 
great deer season.

to harvest his first buck 
this season while hunt¬ 
ing with his granddaddy 
Sam Alves. 

Tashawn also has a 
couple of does already 
in the freezer and took 
his second doe this year 
while hunting with his 
great-granddaddy Ron 
Hawkins on his farm. 

Kentucky bear harvest 

I did not get to head 
to eastern Kentucky this 
season for bear season 
after spending a cold two 
days last year in Harlan 
County. 

Looks like I may 
have missed a good 
one, according to the 
numbers coming from 
the Department of Fish 
and Wildlife. According 
to telecheck numbers 
and information there 
were 11 bears harvested 
during what was sched¬ 
uled to be a three-day 
season Dec. 8-10. Due to 
the quota being met on 
Sunday the season was 
ended so no hunting was 
allowed on Monday. 


The 11 bears harvest¬ 
ed are the most since the 
modern season has been 
re-established in eastern 
Kentucky. Bell County 
joined Harlan, Letcher 
and Pike for this year’s 
open hunting areas. Har 
lan and Letcher County 
produced the bears this 
year with six harvested 
in Harlan and five har¬ 
vested in Letcher. 

A new Kentucky 
record bruin was har¬ 
vested in Letcher County 
during this year’s season, 
The big male bear field 
dressed 410 pounds (450 
pounds live weight) and 
surpassed the previous 
record of 350 pounds.
